THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Raymond in the 
County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at I. O. O. F. Hall 
in said Raymond on Tuesday, the ninth day of March, 
next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon 
the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To choose a delegate to the New Hampshire 
Constitutional Convention. 


8. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 


4. To fix compensation for collecting taxes for 
the year ensuing. 


5. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for town maintenance includ- 
ing snow. 


6. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for street lighting. 


7. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Memorial Day. 


8. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the Fire Department. 


9. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Dudley-Tucker Library. 
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10. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


11. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate such sums for State Highways as recom- 
mended by the New Hampshire State Highway Depart- 
ment. 


12. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate $2,000.00 toward payment of debt. 


13. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for tarring. 


14. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for town dump, also cleaning 
Main Street. 


15. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to sell at public auction any prop- 
erty acquired by Tax Collector deeds. 


16. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
for membership in the Merrimack Valley Regional As- 
sociation. 


17. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to sell the old road graders. 


18. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate to care for the trees on the 
Common. 


19. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to deed to the William H. York Es- 
tate an equal number of feet of land as was taken from 
said land to straighten the State Highway. 


20. To see what action the town will take to es- 
tablish a Zoning Ordinance and/or a Building Code for 
the Town of Raymond. 


21. Onpetition of Cora P. Falconer and ten others, 
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to see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to erect a suitable entrance to the new 
cemetery. 


22. On petition of Narah Dearborn and twelve 
others, to see what action the town will take to con- 
tinue tarring the Onway Lake Road; to raise and ap- 
propriate money for the same. 


23. On petition of Frank J. Mafera and forty- 
three others, to see if the people of the town will raise 
a sum of money to continue the tarring of Lane Road. 


24. On petition of Royal B. Proctor and fifteen 
others, to see if the town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen to quit-claim for the sum of one dollar to the 
First Congregational Church Society of Raymond, New 
Hampshire, a certain tract of land located on the north- 
erly side of the Epping Road at the intersection of 
Route 101 and bounded and described as follows: 

Beginning at the southeast corner of other land of 
the First Congregational Church Society and thence 
running easterly along other land of said Society 132 
feet, more or less, to a stone post; thence turning and 
running southerly along other land of said Town of 
Raymond through the center of an elm tree, which said 
elm tree is the one nearest the Epping Road, and thence 
continuing in a straight line to the said Epping Road; 
thence turning and running generally westerly along 
the westerly side of said Epping Road to the point of 
beginning. 
if the said First Congregational Church Society will 
quitclaim to the Town of Raymond for the sum of one 
dollar the following described tract of land: 

Beginning at the stone post referred to in the 
above description and thence running northerly along 
other land of ‘said Society in a straight line, which said 
line is a continuance of the easterly boundary line in 
the proposed deed to be given by the town to the So- 
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ciety; thence turning and running easterly along land 
of Ernest French to a white oak tree at land of Edger- 
ly and Blake; thence turning and running southwester- 
ly along land of said Town of Raymond 115 feet, more 
or less, to the stone post at the point of beginning. 


25. On petition of George H. Guptill and eleven 
others, to see if the town will recognize the need for a 
Public Beach for bathing, etc. 

To see what action the town will take to promote 
such a need. 

To appoint a committee or committees if needed 
and raise such sum of money as it sees fit for this pur- 
pose. 


26. On petition of Reginald Houle and ten others, 
to see if the town will vote to raise the money to pay 
for the installation of an additional street light in the 
vicinity of Dockham’s store. This street light to be 
installed under the supervision of the Selectmen. 


27. To transact such other business as may le- 
gally come before said meeting.

REPORT OF RAYMOND SCHOOL BOARD 





The full time teachers and janitor received a 
$200.00 bonus after our Special District meeting in 
July, 1947. Our music teacher and our physical edu- 
cational director each received $50.00. 


The School Board purchased two domestic refrig- 
erators from local dealers under their school plan which 
gives us a new model every year for five years and at 
the end of that time the last refrigerator becomes the 
property of the School District. We received a fifty per- 
cent discount under this plan. 


We purchased two new typewriters for the Com- 
mercial Department and a power table saw for the 
Woodworking shop from the money appropriated un- 
der the special article at our March, 1947, meeting. 


The School Board contacted the State Board of 
Underwriters regarding our needs for fire equipment 
and a general inspection of the building. Mr. Gunn, 
from that department, made an inspection in August 
and recommended the following: 


1. That a two and one-half gallon soda and acid 
fire extinguisher be placed in the upstairs, downstairs 
and basement corridors. 


2. That we install a CO/2 extinguisher on the 
wall in the Home Economics kitchen and in the work 
shop. 

3. In the boiler room there should be an auto- 
matic ventilator installed at the window location as 
when the room is closed up the oil burner does not get 
air enough to run efficiently. It would be good judg- 
ment to install two sprinkler heads in this room and 
one in the janitor’s room. 

4, Janitor’s room—the two doors leading into this 
room should be kept locked at all times as inflammable 
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materials such as paint, varnish, liquid soap, oils, waxes, 
mops and rags are stored there. 


5. Supply room, in rear of janitor’s room—it 
would be good judgment to install sprinkler head. 


6. Electrical service entrance should be located 
in boiler room where present switches are now located. 


The soda and acid fire extinguishers have been 
placed in the corridors and we purchased two CO/2 ex- 
tinguishers for the Home Economics kitchen and shop. 
These have been placed in their designated places, 


In the boiler room we haven’t as yet been able to 
get an automatic ventilator for the window but the 
janitor leaves the window so that fresh air is coming 
into the room. We investigated the cost of the Lux 
Type Sprinkler System which was recommended at the 
March, 1947, meeting and found the cost to be about 
$1,700.00 installed. As long as the Board of Under- 
writers approved of the water system this was installed 
in the boiler room, janitor’s room and supply room at 
a very low cost to the District. The janitor has been 
instructed to keep all inflammable materials in the 
janitor’s room and to keep the two doors leading into 
this room locked at all times. 


The electrical service entrance has been changed 
from the front of the building to the boiler room where 
the switches were located. Wealso had the shop build- 
ing put on the meter in the main building, doing away 
with a demand meter which was located in the work 
shop and eliminating a $7.00 a month demand charge. 
This wiring job has been inspected by Mr. Gunn and we 
have an electrical certificate of approval in our file from 
the State Board of Underwriters. 


The playground equipment which was authorized 
by the district in 1946 has been installed on the play- 
ground at no cost of installation to the district. This 
was made possible by Mr. Frank Mafera installing this 
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equipment at the same time he was installing the equip- 
ment purchased by the P. T. A..and we wish to thank 
Mr. Mafera for doing this for us. 


A brick incinerator has been erected on the grounds 
in back of the main building in order that the janitor 
may have a convenient place to dispose of rubbish, 
which also eliminates a fire hazard. 


An emergency condition arose in January when 
a tube in the boiler started leaking. It was plugged 
and after three days the plug burned out and school 
was closed until permanent repairs could be made. A 
boiler man was called in and he recommended that we 
put in all new tubes, to avoid further shut down of 
school, as they were in a very bad condition. This 
work has been done and the boiler has been thoroughly 
cleaned and checked. This has been an unexpected ex- 
pense to the School District but we believe it can be 
taken care of by our present budget—but with not too 
much to spare at the end of June. 


We are now faced with the problem of an over- 
crowded condition in our school building. This con- 
dition has existed in the past and has been met by mak- 
ing alterations inside the school building to care for 
the increased enrollment but we have now reached a 
point where something drastic must be done to take 
care of our present needs with a point in mind that 
school enrollment is constantly going to increase. The 
question is, how are we going to make adequate room 
for this increase? It is impossible for us to make any 
alterations in our present building for additional classes. 
We did away with our chemistry course last September 
to make room for our sixth grade in the chemistry lab- 
oratory located in the front part of our present shop 
building. It has proven to be a very unsatisfactory ar- 
rangement. The class is still over-crowded, poor light- 
ing arrangement, a wood burning stove, no toilet facili- 
ties, and noisy from the work shop. We have the build- 
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ing where the canning center is now located which 
could be converted into two class rooms. However, this 
building has been modeled for a canning center and it 
would be a big expense to remodel it for class rooms. 
If this was done there would still be a problem of heat- 
ing, toilet facilities, etc. This would be another ex- 
pensive alteration which would probably get us by for 
two or three years and after that, “What?” 


When our new auditorium and class room were 
built in 1938 plans were made for a future expansion, 
giving us a two-story addition over the new basement. 
This would give us modern class rooms and enough 
space for future needs. Although this is going to be 
the most expensive thing to do particularly in these 
times, it will undoubtedly be the cheapest in the long 
run. Your School Board has given the whole problem 
serious thought and recommends that you take this lat- 
ter course. We have inserted articles in the warrant 
making this plan possible and it is entirely up to the 
citizens of Raymond. 


We wish to call your attention to the article on 
painting the building. Over a period of fourteen years 
this has been brought to your attention twice under 
special articles and each time it has been turned down. 
We highly recommend that you give this condition seri- 
ous thought. 


Our article on school lunch money is placed here in 
case funds for the Federal Lunch Program are cut 
down or done away with entirely next year. This 
$200.00 will be used for food. 


The Article for $200.00-for athletics is a new rec- 
ommendation by the State Board for the districts to 
provide reasonable purchases of necessary supplies and 
equipment for athletics or other phases of the school 
program. 
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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Raymond: 


Your Superintendent of Schools in his legal capacity of ex- 
ecutive officer for the administration and supervision of the 
schools of the town appreciates the opportunity of making his 
first annual report. 


This report will include a brief summary of what has trans- 
pired since July 1; a discussion of some of the problems which 
face the school; the recapitulation of the work accomplished 
since my office began; and a few recommendations for considera- 
tion. 


I want to express my appreciation to the members of the 
board for the kindness, patience, interest, and cooperation in be- 
half of the citizens of the town and to my efforts to meet specific 
problems involved in the schools of Raymond. 


You are to be commended for your devotion to the functions 
and duties of the board under the state laws and general practice 
while at the same time have not interfered with the superintend- 
ent or teachers in their duties of administration and instruction. 


Teachers and Other Employees for 1947-1948 


Four vacancies were filled after July 1, 1947, because of the 
shortage of teachers which included the headmastership, indus- 
trial arts, grade five, and music in the high school. The follow- 
ing list has made up the staff of the school since the opening of 
school in September:

SCHOOL BOARD ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


Since taking office, I have been impressed by the seriousness 
and the desirability of the School Board to develop and com- 
plete the projects necessary within the scope of the budget. I 
am also thoroughly convinced that the Board as well as the 
public want the best schools possible. In keeping with this de- 
sire, the following items are brought to your attention as very 
commendable accomplishments: 


School Lunch Program 


For the first time the lunch program has been enlarged and 
become affiliated with the State School Lunch Program. We 
have been very fortunate in securing, free of charge, a few items 
which have been helpful in its development as well as food 
articles donated by the Federal Government. These food articles 
will continue to be received as the year progresses. To add to 
the growth of the project, the school is rembursed financially for 
the type of meal given up to nine cents for each twenty-five cent 
meal sold. Since the program is non-profit making, the boys 
and girls who avail themselves of these meals, which are bal- 
anced to meet state and federal requirements, should increase 
their resistance to winter maladies and therefore lose less class- 
room work. The School Board has endorsed this program on 
the theory that better health promotes better education. 


Playground 


Through the generosity of the citizens of the town and the 
persistent efforts of many school-minded individuals as well as 
the Parent-Teachers’ Association, the playground and playground 
equipment has been substantially improved. The policy of the 
Board in approving this project is commendable and far-reach- 
ing. 

Repairs 


Probably the test of a good school board is the interest it 
takes in the upkeep of the buildings and plant. During the past 
summer and fall sprinkler heads were installed; the front wir- 
ing of the building has been changed to the rear while the light 
meter in the shop has been changed from a “demand meter” to 
the meter in the main building thus insuring a saving in elec- 
tricity; fire extinguishers have been installed in the shop and 
kitchen; a drinking fountain was connected on the playground; 
and a new incinerator was built for greater protection to the 
school, the children, and the town. 


Textbooks, Supplies, and Equipment 


Textbooks, supplies, and equipment have been brought up to 
date within the limits of the budget. It was found that many 
texts were of the vintage-.of the 1920’s and the early 1930’s— 
obsolete and out of date. This was especially true in the Social 
Science field which is the basis of the fundamental instruction 
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‘ material for future citizens of the town in their relation to the 


economic, social, and politica] duties and privileges set forth in 
the historical background of these United States. Books and 
materials covering modern science were needed to bring the 
pupil closer to those improvements brought about by the war 
and its aftermath. In the meetings each month, the Board has 
been informed of these needs and a frank and earnest discussion 
‘has developed with the result that materials and equipment have 
been added to give the youth of the town at least a part of what 
they are entitled in education. 


Tests and Testing 


Another item which is in line with the education of modern 
youth and to which the School Board has shown its constructive 
acumen is the testing program. 

It has been the custom in the past to test the pupils at the 
close of the school year to determine to a great extent whether 
or not they should be promoted or graduated. The tests this 
year were administered this fall. After correcting and tabu- 
lating, teachers were able to concentrate upon the weaknesses 
of their pupils and have the entire school year to work on par- 
ticular problems. This innovation has been a challenge to the 
good teacher and a decided aid to the educational growth of the 
pupil. The cooperation of the teachers has been excellent even 
though it meant extra work in the correction of the tests. 


Marking System and Report Cards 


Probably one of the most important changes made since 
September was the simplification of the revort card and the in- 
troduction of a new marking system. 

Evaluation of the work of the boys and girls in the school is 
a subjective matter at best and considerable time is spent each 
six weeks in order that a fair and accurate report may be made 
to the parent of the child’s classroom activities. Many promi- 
nent educators have opposed this type of renort where a sub- 
jective statement is made that does not tell the whole story. 
However, as long as the colleges and the State Department re- 
quire some similar form of measuring pupil progress, New 
Hampshire schools must continue to keep such records. It has 
been always the intention of the administration to make such a 
report as brief as possible yet to advise the parent of the child’s 
progress in its simplest form. It is my opinion that the new 
system has met with widespread approval in the community. 


Standardization of Permanent Records 


The permanent records of the pupils and the school have 
been standardized. This method of permanent record-keeping 
is in use all over the country in the schools and should prove an 
asset to future administrators, teachers, parents, and pupils. 


Transportation 


Since the opening of school the increase in the number of 
pupils produced an acute problem in transportation. Through 
the cooperation of the transporters, this situation was solved by 
the School Board in a very satisfactory manner and with the 
least possible inconvenience.

RECOMMENDATIONS 


It is obvious that the following recommendations will not 
include an over-all picture of the needs and requirements of the 
school in as much as my term of office has been short and the 
scope of my duties has been divided with the other districts of 
the Union. However, after studying the conditions since July, 
it is my opinion that the following items should have your im- 
mediate attention and that the Board should be informed of 
these conditions in a frank and honest manner. 


Textbooks, Supplies and Equipment 


Your immediate and urgent attention is called to the fact 
that these items have advanced in price from ten to forty per- 
cent since October, 1946, and the supply houses have informed 
all superintendents that a further increase can be expected by 
March first. The cost of education has increased along with 
other items in the cost of living and some provision must be 
made to meet this critical situation in the appropriations in the 
budget. 


Industrial Arts 


The time has come to put into operation some plan in this 
department that is worthwhile and constructive or be prepared 
to abandon the entire course. In the first place, the building is 
inadequate. During the past year it was necessary to separate 
Grades 5 and 6 because of the increased number of pupils in 
both grades. The only space available was the front of the shop 
building. This cut the space for shop and science. Quite some 
money has been spent in the past for tools and machinery in the 
industrial arts curriculum. During the past summer and fall 
every effort has been made to improve this situation, but it is 
still far from what it should be. 

This condition cannot be blamed to the school board because 
it will require money to improve and develop this course and the 
Board, at least since I have been in office, has always kept in 
mind the town’s ability to raise the necessary funds. 

As an educator who believes that the schools in the town of 
Raymond were established for the education of its youth and 
who also believes that 80 percent of the boys and girls who en- 
ter are destined for the vocations, it is my firm conviction that 
under conditions as they are in the industrial arts department, 
the town’s money and its citizens are not getting their money’s 
worth. Unless something is done to provide for adequate hous- 
ing it may be necessary to curtail its activities. 


Repairs 
The most important single repair job which should have 
your undivided attention is the painting of the school building. 
Teachers 


Fortunately the majority of the teachers of Raymond are 
the best that money can buy. They are not only good teachers, 
but the cooperation since September has been excellent. The 
citizens of the town and the School Board are to be commended 
for the action taken for the increase in salaries last year in the 
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form of a bonus even before the State Board of Education es- 
tablished its minimum wage. Nevertheless, this budget item 
must have considerable thought if you are going to retain the 
services of your teachers. The results will show in your chil- 
dren and the future of your town. 


Curricula 


No person, company, or educational institution remains stat- 
ic. It either progresses or is retarded in its growth. In the 
schools of the nation progress is measured by the curricula as 
well as the teachers, plant, equipment, and materials. The 
schools of Raymond are no exception. Since but twenty percent 
or less go to college, the remainder must be educated. The 
time is past when those who do not go to college are dropped 
from the school rolls. Perhaps it has never occurred to you 
that those pupils included in the eighty percent are the future 
men and women who will become the bulwark of the towns and 
the taxpayers just a few short years hence. They must be pre- 
pared and ready to meet the problems presented. This means 
a more thorough understanding of the economic, social, and po- 
litical problems together with the basic institutions of the state 
and nation. 


The social science field should be enlarged to meet these con- 
ditions and a new teacher must be added to further make this 
possible. Chemistry should be returned to the curricula along 
with physics and biology. Art should find a place since it is 
just as important as music and the languages. 


Guidance has generally been administered by the headmas- 
ter with what possible heln he could receive from his teachers, 
_ but the time has come when this phase of the educational process 

is fundamental to the school boy and girl and time must be made 
along with space for its addition to the curricula. 


Expansion 


Since the close of the war all schools in the country have 
been taxed to the limit for space. The Department of Education 
in Washington together with the National Education Association 
have frequently published during the past three years warnings 
concerning the problem of housing for the school youth of the 
country. In the State of New Hampshire even within a radius 
of 25 miles of Raymond, districts have been compelled to make 
temporary arrangements for housing and space until such time 
when materials, labor, and money are available to meet the 
costs of construction. 


During the past month a survey was made to determine just 
what the situation was in Raymond. After consulting the rec- 
ords of the increase in population as shown by the town re- 
ports and the reports of the School Department of the State, the 
following data has been condensed for your information.

It was impossible for us to get a fair and definite picture 
of the possible growth from the towns that surround Raymond 
upon which the school draws especially in the high school, but it 
is reasonable to suppose that these towns have increased pro- 
portionately. If we are to believe only half of the reports of 
the radio, newspapers, and government surveys when they tell 
us that there is a definite exodus from the cities to the small 
towns and hamlets; if the citizens of the towns are to make all 
possible inducements to have manufacturing concerns locate 
within their areas, it is again reasonable to suppose that many 
towns will increase in population. 


It is, in my opinion, safe to predict that the school in the 
Town of Raymond will have a school population within the next 
five years of four hundred pupils or better. It is easy to draw 
your own conclusions when you remember that with what has 
already been said about the Industrial Arts department and the 
possible growth in the curricula, that the town faces a problem 
of housing. 


In June, 1948, there are to be fourteen graduates. In Sep- 
tember, as a conservative estimate, there will be between thirty 
and forty pupils who will enter the first grade. In June, 1949, 
there will be at least 25 graduates and the class which enters 
will not be less than that of 1948. Where are they to be housed? 


More and more pressure is being placed uvon parents and 
pupils to have these pupils remain in school. This was recently 
brought out by the statement that boys will probably not be 
allowed to enter the factories or. the lumber industries until 
they have reached the age of eighteen years. This increases 
the school age two years in these occupations. 


More and more the schools are accepting the responsibility 
to inculcate within the curricula courses which will meet the 
needs and ability of those youngsters who do not go to college. 


This problem is vital to every community in the country 
and Raymond must face it along with its neighbors.

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REPORT OF THE HEADMASTER 
To the Superintendent of Schools and the School Board: 


It is with great pleasure that I present my first 
annual report of our school organization. This report 
will touch upon the newly adopted methods, policies, 
and systems now in use in our school. 


The schedule was revised from seven periods of 
40 minutes to 6 one hour periods. This enables the 
teacher to give more individual attention to pupils in 
the latter part of the period which is used for study. 
Most of the pupils should be able to get their work com- 
pleted in school eliminating home study where, we 
realize, conditions are not always adaptable to con- 
centration. 


The ranking of the pupils has been changed a 
great deal in that we are now marking as to the in- 
dividual’s capacity rather than on his standing in re- 
lation to the average. We realize that not all youngsters 
have the same mental ability. With the aid of tests to 
establish mental ability ratings, we have been able to 
cut our failures down to less than 1%. In the grades 
we are grouping the pupils, especially in reading, so 
those that can progress rapidly will not be retarded and 
those who are slower will receive more individual at- 
tention. 


Our classrooms have been unusually crowded this 
year as our total enrollment has hit a new high of 346. 
This has hampered our new methods somewhat but 
with the hard work and perseverance of the teachers 
our progress has been steady. Now we are classified 
by the State Department as a class A school. 


With the opening of school we found our school 
Activity Fund had inherited a debt approaching $500.00 
with a shortage of $6.14 in the total class treasuries. 
This necessitated the cancellation of all fall sports. To 
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meet the situation a new Student Council Activity 
Association was formed. A system of dues was voted 
by the student body. Those who paid up within two 
weeks were given a year’s ticket to all school events not 
sponsored by a class, at the blanket price of $5.00. 3/5 
or three dollars goes to the association fund and 2/5 or 
two dollars to the pupil’s class treasury. Those who 
wish more time to pay are allowed extra time, but like 
any installment buying they are charged a little more 
than the cash offer. Those who did not join the associa- 
tion may attend any school function by paying the ad- 
mission for the event. Along with this system an “open 
book” policy of keeping the records was installed; any- 
one, anytime, may see the school fund book. All bills 
are paid by check and three people, one being the head- 
master, must sign a voucher before any money may be 
drawn from the treasury. 


At the present writing $200.00 of the debt has been 
paid off, by the pupils efforts at the Deerfield Fair, 
selling of pictures and a magazine subscription drive. 
Not one cent do we owe from this year’s operation. Our 
aim is to pay off the debt without begging donations 
except in the matter of waste paper drives or other 
benefits. The teachers, to do their part, are planning 
to produce a play for the benefit of the association. 


Each home room has been asked to supply enter- 
tainment for one regular assembly which is held every 
other week. These have provided some very fine 
entertainment. The pupils will have a chance to choose 
their favorites by popular poll and the winners will 
stage the last assembly. 


The office has been systemitized so that we know 
where every pupil is every minute of the day. All 
students were photographed this fall and their pictures 
are now on individual file folders which contain all 
records of the pupil. Also an individual file for dis- 
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ciplinary purposes is kept with a card for each and 
every youngster. When a boy or girl falls out of line 
with the rules, respect for elders, or general etiquette 
of the school his name is filed. We havea definite check 
of pupils traveling home by bus which insures the 
parent that we know whether the child is on the bus or 
not when it leaves. 


In closing I wish to thank the Superintendent, 
School Board, Truant Officer, parents and citizens, 
teachers, and pupils for their fine understanding co- 
operation which has made it a joy to work and live with- 
in this community.

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REPORT OF INDUSTRIAL ARTS DEPARTMENT 





To the Superintendent and Members of the School 
Board: 


The following report of the Industrial Arts Depart- 
ment is of the period from September, 1947 to Feb- 
ruary, 1948. 


There are thirty-four boys now studying Industrial 
Arts at Raymond, as follows: seventh grade, sixteen; 
eighth grade, eleven; ninth grade, three; and tenth 
grade, four. There are two one-hour classes held each 
day, one class for seventh grade. The next class con- 
sists of eighth, ninth, and tenth grade boys. 


The classes are spent almost entirely on project 
work. Boys have been encouraged to choose their own 
projects whenever possible. The size of the projects is 
limited by the size of the shop and the crowded con- 
ditions in which we work. A spirit of cooperation 
among the boys has been encouraged. This tends to 
overcome some of the handicaps imposed by our lack 
of space and equipment. As the projects have been 
necessarily small, we have done much work with lum- 
ber salvaged from packing cases which the boys sup- 
plied. Some have obtained good cabinet wood by 
salvaging old table leaves from home, 


We are handicapped by being without a classroom 
where formal discussion might take place. For this 
reason instruction in the use of tools, designing, and 
the techniques of cabinet-making is given individually 
as the occasion arises. In many respects this is ad- 
vantageous because the boy then learns from experi- 
ence. 

An interesting resistance on the part of students 
to self-expression and design has been noticeable. Often 
boys find it difficult to draw even a simple sketch of an 
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object they wish to build. Consequently, whenever 
possible, emphasis has been placed on this phase of in- 
dustrial arts, and it is regrettable that we do not have 
suitable quarters where practice in mechanical repre- 
sentation and in design of projects might be held. 


The nature of the instruction has been directed 
toward broadening the students’ skill in the use of hand 
tools, and developing in each boy an appreciation for a 
high standard of craftsmanship. Instruction in the use 
of machinery plays a minor role in a shop of this kind. 
Pre-high school boys are generally too immature to 
handle machinery safely, or to absorb in two years 
more than the fundamentals in the use of hand tools. 


The role of machinery, nevertheless, in such a shop, 
is important. Where instruction time is so short it is 
important to have machinery perform what otherwise 
become laborious, time-consuming tasks, which inhibit 
the boys’ creative drive. The addition of a new bench 
saw has proven of great help. Other small power 
equipment is needed. 


The heating plant in the shop is entirely inade- 
quate. During cold weather the temperature frequently 
falls below fifty degrees. 


In view of the number of students who study in- 


dustrial arts and in view of the importance to the stu- 
dents of such study and practice, the shop is too small. 


‘This situation could be alleviated by having a 
greater number of classes than at present with fewer 
boys in each.

The report of the past year shows that of the stu- 
dents examined, eight were 10% or more below the 
average weight. Six of these have gained sufficient 
weight to bring them up to the average and the remain- 
ing two have improved. 

We know that the first essential to good health is 
a sound sturdy body. Malnutrition often is the cause 
of many illnessess, eye defects and hearing loss, espec- 
ially among the teen-age group. 

Dr. Charles Sheard, of the Mayo Clinic, estimates 
that one-fourth of the energy expended by an individual 
is used in seeing. We can readily understand how ne- 
cessary it is for these growing youngsters of school age 
to have a well balanced healthful diet. Often such a 
diet is not as expensive as a less nutritive one and pays 
big dividends in good health. 

The parents have always been most cooperative 
and ready to accept any suggestions for the welfare of 
the child.

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REPORT OF HOME ECONOMICS INSTRUCTOR 
To the Chairman and Members of the School Board: 


The school year 1646-1947 was a very busy one for 
the Home Economics Department. In addition to reg- 
ular projects and courses of instruction a hot lunch 
program was carried out by the Foods Class during the 
winter months. The entire preparation of a lunch for 
an average of 135 pupils daily was done by this class. 


At the 1947 Deerfield Fair, four first and three 
‘second prizes were won by the department for pre- 
served fruits, vegetables, jellies and pickles. Two hun- 
dred jars of vegetables and fruits were canned for use 
in school lunches. Through the cooperation of Mr. 
Harry Brown the facilities of the canning center were 
used in processing these foods at no cost to the school. 
The vegetables and fruits were gifts of a few interested 
parents, among them Mrs. Doris Williamson, Mrs. Wil- 
liam Eaton, Mrs. Ai Welch, Mr. Raymond Higgins, Mrs. 
Alvin Pond, Mrs. Arthur Severance, Mrs. Lyman Ham- 
mond, and Mrs. Philip Hughes. 


In June the Faculty and the Senior Class were 
given the annual luncheons by the Foods Class. 


In the clothing classes 95 garments were made as 
well as knitted and embroidered articles. Prizes for 
sewing were won at the Deerfield Fair my Joyce Taylor, 
Doris Greenwood, and Helen Fasekis. The class in 
The Family prepared an exhibit on Home Nursing 
which also won a first prize at the fair. 


At the May P. T. A. meeting a Fashion Show was 
given and two original sketches by the class in The 
Family were presented, showing the advantages of 
family councils. Cookies served to the audience as 
refreshments were made by the Foods Class. 


Considerable much needed equipment has been 
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added to the department including two electric refrig- 
erators, an additional electric stove and a gas stove. It 
has been possible with this equipment to have a hot 
lunch program which would meet with the requirements 
for Federal aid. The program has been highly suc- 
cessful. Approximately 140 children are being served 
daily.

To the Members of the School Board: 


As was to be expected, a less active interest in 
canning was exhibited by the townspeople during this 
past season. After the pressure of the war years many 
housewives were glad to take it easy during the summer, 
believing that canned and fresh vegetables would be 
plentiful during the winter. We all failed to realize 
that the cost of living would continually advance, and 
that vegetables and fruit would be scarce and very high 
in price. 


In spite of this fact, approximately 3000 jars were 
processed during the 18 days the center operated. In 
order to pay for overhead and upkeep it was necessary 
to increase the cost for processing to 5 cents per jar. 
However, patrons who not only had to buy their pro- 
duce, but also purchased tins to can in, found that it 
only cost them about one-half the market price for their 
canned goods. 


The Home Economics classes availed themselves of 
the facilities at the center and processed some 200 jars 
of food to be used in school lunches. 


A growing sentiment among towspeople indicates 
that they are becoming more and more alive to the 
necessity of having gardens and canning vegetables, 
meat and fruit this coming season. A number of peo- 
ple have already expressed their intentions of using 
the center more this coming year than ever before, and 
all signs indicate a busy season there.

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SCHOOL WARRANT 


To the Inhabitants of the School district in the 
town of Raymond, New Hampshire, qualified to vote 
in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the school 
auditorium in said district on the 8th day of March, 
1948, at 7:30 o’clock in the evening to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: 

1. To choose a Moderator for the coming year. 

2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 

8. To choose a Member of the School Board for 
then ensuing three years. 

4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 

5. To determine and appoint the salaries of the 
School Board, Truant Officer and fix the compensation 
of any other officers or agent of the district. 

6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Com- 
mittees, or Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 

7. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees 
in relation to any subject embraced in this warrant. 

8. To see if the district will vote to make any 
alteration in the amount of money required to be 
assessed for the ensuing year for the support of public 
schools and the payment of the statutory obligations of 
the district, as determined by the school board in its 
annual report. 

9. To see if the district will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $200 for the School Luncr Pro- 
gram. 

10. To see if the district will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $200 for Physical Education. 

11. To see if the district will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1700 to paint the School Build- 
ing. 
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12. To see if the School District will vote to au- 
thorize the construction of an addition to the Raymond 
Consolidated School building at a cost not to exceed 
thirty-five thousand dollars, and to authorize the School 
Board in conjunction with a committee of three voters 
of the district, making a total committee of six, said 
three voters to be chosen at this school meeting, to 
solicit bids from competent contracting firms, to accept 
the most advantageous bid or bids, to supervise the al- 
teration and construction, to see that the contracts are 
carried out, to accept the project for the school district 
and to take any other necessary or desirable action in 
connection with such bids, contracts, construction and/ 
or alteration. 

13. Toseeif the school district will vote to borrow 
the sum of thirty-five thousand dollars and to issue and 
sell in connection with such borrowing notes or bonds 
of the school district of the town of Raymond in the 
principal amount of thirty-five thousand dollars, such 
notes or bonds to be issued pursuant to Chapter 72 of 
the Revised Laws of 1942 as amended by Chapter 156 
of the Laws of 1947 and any other amendments of 
either of said chapters applicable hereto, payable ex- 
clusively from funds to be raised from taxation, to bear 
interest at a rate not exceeding four percent per annum, 
payable semi-annually, principal to be payable in an- 
nual installments of two thousand dollars each for the 
first seventeen years and one thousand dollars on the 
eighteenth year, the first installment to be payable one 
year from the date of said notes or ‘bonds, to be sold for 
not less than par, the time and place of payment or 
principal and interest, the fixing of the rate of interest, 
the provisions for the sale of notes or bonds and all 
other matters in connection therewith to be left to the 
discretion of the school board. 


14. To transact any other business that may le- 
gally come before this meeting.
